We Your Majesty’s dutiful and loyal subjects, the Members of the H ° use 
Representatives, in plrliament assembled, desire most earnes fly m our name and 
on behalf of the people whom we represent, to express our unswerving loyalty and 
devotion to Your Majesty’s person and Government. 
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Enjoying and appreciating as we do the blessings of Home Rule here, we 
would humbly express the hope that a just measure of Home Rule may be granted 
to the people of Ireland. They ask for it through their representatives — never has 
request more clear, consistent, and continuous been made by any nation. As 
subjects of Your Majesty we are interested in the peace and contentment of all 
parts of the Empire, and we desire to see this long-standing grievance at the very 
heart of the Empire removed. It is our desire for the solidarity and permanence 
of the Empire as a Power making for peace and civilization that must be our 
excuse for submitting to Your Majesty this respectful petition.
